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BRIBERY CHARGE 
FACES ALDERMEN 


Joseph Hanreddy Gives the 
State’s Attorney Names of 
Two Members Whom 
He Accuses. 


INQUIRY BY GRAND JURY. 


Contractor to Appear Before 
That Body Today, and 
Promises to Prove 

His Statements. 


Two members of the Chicago city council 
will be accused before the grand jury today 
with having asserted that they had ar- 
ranged to get §200 each for pushing the 
Gates Iron works switchtrack ordinance. 
Joseph Haareddy, the contractor who made 
the bribery accusations which stirred the 
council committee on streets and alleys 
west, will give the names under oath, and 
he asserts that he will make good” his 
charges that bribes were offered and sought 
in the attempt to force the measure through 
the council. 

Hanreddy, as a result of determined de- 
mands by members of the aldermanic com- 
mittee under fire that he be called to ac- 
count, was served with a subpcena yesterday 
morning to appear before the grand jury to- 
day. A few hours later he hurried to the 
office of State’s Attorney Deneen and de- 
clared he was prepared to make a full state- 
ment. He named the two men without hesi- 
tation. This morning, if he keeps his word, 
he will make the charges formally befo 
the July grand jury. 


Only One on the Committee. 

The two men named by Hanreddy, how- 
ever, are not both members of the committee 
on streets and alleys west. One is a mem- 
ber of that body now; the other served on 
the committee from 1901 to 1902 and has been 
repeatedly classified by the Municipal Voters’ 
league as a gray wolf.“ 5 

Both these men,“ so it is asserted by the 
accusing contractor, told me they had ar- 
ranged to get $200 each.“ 

He detailed how he had met the two men 
when the controversy was on over the 
measure, which finally was shelved by the 
council at its last meeting, after Hanreddy 
had been ejected from the council fioor. At 
that earlier time, he asserts, the admission 
was made. In the charges which led up to 
the grand jury inquiry Hanreddy contended, 
however, that both men were members of 
the committee in question. At that time, 
pointing out that the construcion of the 


proposed switchtracks would entirely sur- 
round his father’s house 
avenue, the contractor eck:

“I know that $200 has been promised to 


‘at least two aldermen on the committee. 


Some of them will get more than that, but 
I know positively of the two being promised 
that sum. I would not say it if I did not 
know it was so. Some one will land in Joliet 
before this thing is through.“ 


Ready to Back Up Charge. 


Hanreddy was accompanied by his attor- 
ney, Joseph David, during the visit yester-. 


day to the state’s attorney’s office. « 

I'm ready to face this thing to the end, 
ali right,“ he said, as he left. Istick when 
I take up anything. I'll have more to say, 
too, if the grand jury wants to know it.’’ 

We shall go into the case at length,“ 
said a prominent member of the inquisi- 
torial body last night. As I undersan<it, 
Mr. Hanreddy has asserted that money was 
to be paid to several aldermenif the measure 
had been passed. We want to know all 
about that.“ 

The members of the jury are determined 
that Hanreddy must answer. If he refuses 
on the ground that he might “ incriminate 
himself,“ immunity will be granted him, and 
then he must answer or be liable for con- 
tempt. The two aldermen who made the 
statement attributed by Mr. Hanreddy prob- 
ably will be called before the jury at once. 


May Investigate Howe Jury. 

The Hanreddy case will be the first of a 
number of special matters to be taken up by 
the present grand jury, one of which may 
involve a sweeping investigation of another 
trial jury in the Criminal court. Charles A. 
McDonald, the juror who hung the jury in 
the Martin Howe murder case, was called 
to the state’s attorney's office during the 
afternoon. His answers were held to be 
evasive and unsatisfactory and he was or- 
dered to return today. 

I didn’t get any money nor was I ‘fixed ’” 
in that case,“ asserted McDonald as he left. 
I held out because it was my honest opin- 
ion that the man was innocent. They told 
me in the state’s attorney's office that one 
member of the jury had been approached 
with an offer of $200 if he would hold out. 
I don’t believe that.“ 


Suggestion of Perjury Made. 

„We have found that some of McDonald’s 
answers when he was being examined as 
to his fitness for jury service are at variance 
with the information detectives have ob- 
tained,” admitted State’s Attorney Deneen. 

Reports reached the state’s attorney’s office 
that McDonald had worked with Howe in a 
number of advertising deals. 

Doesn't Howe belong to the county 
democracy?“ McDonald was asked. 

I don’t know,” was his reply. I belong, 
but there are 1,800 or 1,900 members, and 
Howe may belong and I not know it. I tell 
you I don’t know Howe at all.” 

During the day Assistant State’s Attorney 
Newcomer made a brief argument, holding 
that Howe, who has been out on bail since 
McDonaftd caused the jury to disagree, be 
apprehended on a capias and lodged in jail. 

With ten jurors having voted for the 
death penalty, and one for life imprison- 
ment.“ said Mr. Deneen, “I do not think 
Howe should be continued on bail; but that is 
a matter for Judge Brentano to determine.“

PURSUED ACTOR GON 


POLICE SEEK WIFE DESERTER— 
HE SHOOTS HIMSELF. 
Score ot Female Members ot the Opera 
Troupe to Which He Was Attached 
Rush from Their Rooms in the Unit- 
ed States Hotel and Try to Mob the 
Officers, Who They Think Have 
Been Murdering Their Colleague— 

Trouble in St. Paul Is Recalled. 


To avoid arrest, Actor James W. Slounker 
attempted to end his life last night at the 
United States hotel, 44 Sherman street. While 
two policemen with drawn revolvers rushed 
towards him he placed a revolver against his 
right temple and fired. 

A score of women belonging to the com- 
pany of which Slounker was a member 
rushed from their rooms in the hotel and 
surrounded the officers, who had entered 
the room of the wounded man. They de- 
clared the patrolmen had murdered Slounker 
and refused to be quieted until informed 
that the actor had attempted to kill himself. 
Then they were ordered from the room while 
the policemen summoned an ambulance and 
removed Slounker to the County Jail hos- 
pital, where his condition steadily grew 
worse. It im feared his wound may prove 


fatal. 
Had Deserted His Wife. 

The attempted arrest of Slounker was 
made on complaint of his wife and Alfred 
Phasey, manager of the troupe of which the 
man had been a member and which has 
been showing at the Trocadero. Mrs. 
Slounker asserts that she was deserted by 
her husband two months ago im St. Paul. 
She followed him through Minnesota, Iowa, 
and Illinois, finally locating him in this city, 


where he was playing at the Trocadero. She. 


had him arrested on the charge of abandon- 
ment. On July 11 he was held to the Circuit 


court by Justice Prindiville and his bond 


placed at $500. His wife visited him and 
made repeated attempts to induce him to 
return to her. Finally, when he promised 
to do eo, she obtained his release from jail. 
He then declined to live with her, but paid 
her board, giving no reason, Mra, Slounker 
saye, for shunning her. 

On the disappearance of an actress who 
was a member of the same company to 
which Slounker belonged his wife became 
suspicious. She was informed by some of 
the membere of the company, it is alleged, 
that the actress was in love with her hus- 
band. Accompanied by Manager Phasey of 
the opera company she demanded an ex- 
plenation, but Slounker denied any knowl- 
edge of the actress’ whereabouts. 


Police Go to His Room. 

In the argument that followed there was 
a dieturbance which caused Mrs. Slounker 
and the manager to swear out the warrant 
for Slounker's arrest on the charge of dis- 
orderly conduct. Patrolmen Howe and Houli- 
han of the Harrison street station and Isaac 
Roderik of Justice Prindiville’s court went to 
the hotel to serve the warrant. They found 
Slounker in a room on the third floor. When 
they knocked on the door he declined to open 
It. 
a letter and would not be disturbed. 

We are officers of the law and have a 
warrant for your arrest.“ responded one of 
the policemen. 

The rapid discharge of three shots was the 


’ response received. One bullet buried itself in 


the wall, narrowly missing Patrolman Howe. 
Another bullet struck the floor where Police- 
man Houlihan was standing. The third bul- 
let did not pass through the door. 


: Break In the Door. 

The patrolmen waited for Slounker to con- 
tinue shooting, but when there were no more 
shots they rushed against the door, breaking 
it from its hinges. They saw Slounker seat- 
ed on the edge of the bed. Drawing their re- 
volvers, the patrolmen ordered the man to 


surrender, Instead of doing so, he put the 


revolver to his head and fired again. 

Prior to his flight from St. Paul Slounker 
and another actor startled a large audience 
by a lively fist fight upon the stage. At first 
the crowd thought it was all in the play.“ 
but when the blows were accompanied by 
loud and emphatic language there was a 
general stampede for the door. Both actors 
threatened to kill each other. 

Fearing arrest for the disturbance, Sloun- 
ker left St. Paul the next day without ap- 
prising his wife of his intentions. She did 
not hear from him and finally set out on the 
long search which ended in Chicago. 


IN STRUGGLE FOR REVOLVER 
WIFE SHOOTS HER HUSBAND. 


Man Probably Fatally Injured, but 
Makes Statement in Which He Im- 
plies Occurrence Was an Accident. 


In a struggle for the possession of a re- 
volver last night between Frank H. Butcher 


and his wife, the weapon was accidentally | 


discharged, and Butcher was shot in the 
left side. He was taken to Provident hos- 
* where it was said he probably would 
die. 

Mrs. Butcher was so frightened by the 
shooting that she did not stop to examine 
her husband’s wound, but ran from house 
to house of friends, telling of the occur- 
rence, and continuing her flight, fearful the 
police were on her track. She finally was 
found at the house of a relative at Forty- 
third and Dearborn streets. She declared 
the shooting was accidental. 

An ante-mortem statement was taken from 
Butcher at the hospital, but he said nothing 
that implicated his wife, and asked that no 
charge be placed against her. The couple 
live at 3120 Armour avenue, and are col- 
ored. 


MANY SOLDIERS IN BIG RIOT. 


Police at Springfield Unable to Quell

New York, July 21.—- [Special. Captain 
Putnam Bradlee Strong is now a fugitive 
from justice. A warrant for his arrest on the 
charge of grand larceny has been issued 
and the police are searching for him. Miss 
Yohe offers $1,000 reward for his arrest. 

When the vault was opened at the Knick- 
erbocker Trust company this afternoon in 
the presence of Miss Yohe and her attorney 
it was discovered that not $30 worth of gems 
remained of the superb collection which 
Miss Yohe values at $300,000. The missing 
captain had looted the vault. 

Miss Yohe came to town from Hastings 
prepared to forgive Strong for deserting her 
if the diamonds and jewelry not known to 
have been pawned were safe in the vault. 
She declares Strong put $300,000 worth of 
her jewelry in this vault in April. She knew 
he had extracted $100,000 worth, which he 
had pawhed for something like $10,000, be- 
cauge she had the pawn tickets to show for 
it. But if she found the rest intact she was 
ready to overlook the past and go on the 
stage and earn a living for herself and the

years. 
Finds an Empty Box. 

After a great deal of red tape Mis Yohe, her 
lawyer, and her mother managed to get into 
the vault at 5 o’clock this afternoon, with 
Lawyer Frankel, representing the Strong 
family. Miss Yohe was much excited. In 
her hand she carried a typewritten list of 
the things which ought to be in the box. 

When the box was drawn out of its niche 
and Miss Yohe saw that three little card- 
board boxes were all that it contained, she 
fell back with a scream, and Mrs. Yohe did 
some screaming herself. There was a receipt 
for $25 dues paid by Strong to the Metro- 
politan club and a gold cross loaded with 
paste diamonds, besides a few trinkets. 


Thirsts for Revenge. 

After she had astonished the cold portals 
of the vault with the first burst of her elo- 
quent anger, Miss Yohe said, among many 
other things “TR be even for this rit 
have my revenge for this dirty work. That 
man will get in jail this night if I can get 
him behind the bars. O, if I could only put 
my hands on him now!” 

An official of the trust company who went 
into the vault with the party hastily sum- 
moned Harris Lindley, a lawyer, to witness 
what was found in the vault. On Mr. Lind- 
ley’s advice Miss Yohe was allowed to take 
the things that were found. The attorney 
for the Strongs and the attorney for the 
trust company exchanged glances whenever 
anything was said about $200,000 worth of 
missing jewelry.

ROOT GORS ON WILD RIDE, 


GEN. CORBIN IS HISTORIAN OF 
THE TRIP. 


* 


Remains Quiet in Soft Cushioned Chair 
and Tells of Journey in Army Wagon 
from Washington to Leesburg and 
Back in Record Time—Col. True 
Keeps His Promise and Gets Results 
— Entire Party Wants It Understood 
It Was a Most Enjoyable Event. 


Washington, D. C., July 21.—[Special.J— 
Eighty miles in an army wagon drawn by 
regulation mules, over roads that are not ex- 
cellent at the best of times, but were ren- 
dered almost impassable in some places by 
heavy downpours of rain, was the experience 
yesterday of Elihu Root, secretary of war. 
Mr. Root said today that he enjoyed the trip 
immensely. Maj. Gen. Henry C. Corbin, the 
adjutant general of the army, who was one 
of Mr. Root’s companions, said the same. 

“ Why,” exclaimed Gen. Corbin enthusias- 
tically, at the war department this afternoon, 
as he used both hands to carefully shift po- 
sition in his big office chair, the strangest 
thing about it was that not one of us was the 
least bit tired or sore.” 


Sorry President Missed It. 

From all accounts Secretary Root and 
those who were with him had a pretty 
strenuous time on this remarkable journey. 
Part of the distance was made at a killing 
pace through a terrific wind and rain storm. 
The only regret expressed by members of 
the party today was that President Roosevelt 
was not along. He would have enjoyed it 
immensely,’’ said one of them. 

In addition to Gen. Corbin, the Secretary 
asked Brig. Gen. Leonard Wood and Col. 
Wallace Randolph, chief of{artillery, to go 
with him. Of course they accepted. Col. 
True, the army depot quartermaster ia 
Washington, said he could get them from 
Washington to Leesburg and back in a sin- 
gle day, and he kept his word. 


Total Distance Is Ninety-four Miles. 

The distance from Washington to Leesburg 
and back over the route taken by the secre- 
tary’s party is about ninety-four miles, but 
part of it was made in the secretary's car- 
riage and in a trolley car. The journey be- 
hind the mule team began at Cabin John 
bridge. 

The time going was 5 hours 10 minutes; 
time returning, not including ferry crossing, 
4 hours 25 minutes; actual running time by 
mule team for total distance, seventy-six 
miles, omitting time lost in ferryſhg and 
changing mules, 9 hours 15 minutes—aa 
average per mile of 7.08 minutes. When 
Gens. Corbin and Wood and Col. Randolph 
met Secretary Root at the Arlington hotel 
yesterday morning they looked spick and 
span in spotless service uniforms of khaki, 
The same could not be said of them when 
they returned to the Arlington shortly before 
1 o'clock this morning. 

The eighteen mile run through the night 
from Seneca to Cabin John on the return 
trip was the most interesting, because the 
most thrilling. So rapid was the pace that 
the clattering of the mules’ heels and the 
rattling of the wagon drowned out the roar 
of the great falls of the Potomac, which 
were passed half way on this last leg of the 
journey. When Mr. Root, Gen. Corbin, Gen. 
Wood, and Col. Randolph sat down at the 
Cabin John hotel to get a bite to eat before 
returning to Washington by trolley car they 
were happy but frightfully muddy. The soll 
of two sovereign states covered them in 
spots from head to foot.

CHICAGO TO LOSE 


TUNNELOR TRADE 


Col. Ernst, Army Engineer, 
Reports on Decreasing 
Business of This 


SANITARY WORK IN VAIN. 


Present Work in Deepening the 
River Useless While Chief 
Obstructions Re- 
main. 


= 
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Washington, D. C., July 21.—[{Special, }— 
Col. Ernst, the army engineer in charge of 
the Chicago district, in his annual report to 
the secretary of war, says Chicago must 
lower the tunnels in the river or lose its 
commerce. He says: 

Chicago will do well to remove the tun- 
nels without further delay if she is to arrest 
the decay in her lake shipping which has 
been going on almost continuously for the 
last ten vears. 

Col. Ernst points out plainly the decline 
in Chicago commerce because of the tunnels. 
He shows that the amount of freight en- 
tered and cleared in 1901 was 6,184,241 tons, 
as against 7,958,963 tons in 1893, and this 
notwithstanding the great revival of busi- 
ness activity since 1893. He continues: 

“While the volume of business on the 
river was slightly laeger this year than dur- 
ing the previous year, yet with that excep- 
tion it was less than for any year since 
1898. This decline has been steady and is 
bound to continue unless the obstructions 
to navigation in the river are removed. 


Says Tunnels Must Go. 


“The people of Chicago, through the of- 
cials of the sanitary district, are doing good 
work in that direction and are engaged in a 
systematic and extensive system of im 
provements in the south branch, but will 
accomplish little without the removal of thé 
tunnels under the river. These tunnels now 
have about seventeen feet of water over 
them and limit safe navigation to vessels 
of sixteen feet draft. The attitude of con- 
gress is that they are legal structures until 


port which cannot safely accommodate ves- 
sels drawing more than sixteen feet can 
hold its own in these days of deep draft 
vesels.”’ 

Col. Ernst declines to make any recom. 
mendations for dredging the Chicago river, 
contending that Chicago and not the general 
government should bear the expense. He 
does not agree with congress as to the im- 
provement of the Calumet river, suggesting 
it is useles to improve that stream above 
the “forks.” He recommends that the en- 
tire appropriation be used for improving the 
river below that point, as it would be of 
greater advantage to Chicago. 


Effect of Sanitary Canal. 

In dealing with the Chicago river Col 
Ernst says: 

Since the flow of the Cliicago river has 
been reversed through the south branch by 
the discharge in the sanitary canal the slope 
has also been reversed from the lake up- 
stream and the depth correspondingly re- 
duced. This loss in the navigable depth will 
be more than restored in the main stream 
and in the south branch by the excavations 
of the sanitary district, which, in order to 
facilitate the flow of the large volume of 
water required for the dilution of the sewage 
discharged into the drainage canal, have 


leundertaken to enlarge these portions of the 


Chicayo river to a width of 200 feet and a 
general depth of twenty-six feet. 

„These dimensions have no relation to the 
draft of vesels using the river, and tf main- 
tained as they should be for drainage pur- 
poses will furnfsh a navigable depth in ex- 
cess of the requirements. The south fork 
of the south branch and the north fork, 
however, do not.share in these benefits. 

„In the south fork, particularly, the di- 
mensions of the channel obtained by the 
operations of the government were seriously 
impaired by the change of the slope. The 
sanitary district has undertaken to restore 
these dimensions, and will no doubt do so, 
though it has been prevented from fully ac- 
complishing the work by some difficult rock 
excavation, but it has not undertaken as 
yet to maintain them. 1 

„The Chicago river is the main sewer of 
Chicago, and as such is subject to deteriorat- 
ing influences as a navigable channel from 
which there is no escape. The city ord 
nances against dumping solid matter into 
it are ample, and I think generally observed, 
but a large amount of solid matter must of 
necessity go into it with a perfectly legiti-

mate use of it as a sewer. N 


Frequent Dredging Needed. 

„ Periodical dredging will be necessary to 
maintain the Chicago river as a navigable 
channel,” says Col. Ernst, “ and eventually 
to maintain it even as a sewer. That work 
would seem to be as much a duty of the city 
as the maintenance of any other part of its 
sewer system. 

“So far as the south branch is concerned 
the question has been solved by the neces- 
sities of the drainage canal, as already men- 
tioned, but the sanitary district has not ac- 
cepted responsibility for maintaining the 
other branches. Whether that organization 
or some other representing the people of 
Chicago should do the work is for them te 
decide, but it seems to me clear that the 
United States should not be called upon to 
do it. Accordingly, no estimate for main- 
taining the channel excavated under the 
project of 1806 is submitted.” 


Improvements Now Planned. 


Speaking of the improvement of the Chi- 
cago harbor, Col. Ernst says: It is pro- 


dredging the outer basin and maintaining 
the existing work. For completing this 
work it will cost $457,965. During the next 
two years $210,000 can be expended. There 
is now on hand $39.600. Since 1870 $1,910,000 
has been expended in improving the harbor. 
There is now a channel from twenty te 
twenty-one feet deep from the lake to Rush 
street. It is proposed to continue deepening 
the outer basin southwardly as far as the 
funds will permit.“ 

Col. Ernst suggests that the channel be 
extended to the south limit of the basin to 
enable deep draft vessels to reach the basin 
through the southerly entrance. 


Col. Ernst has located the two turning 
basins in the Chicago rver, and on this sub- 
ject says: 

“It is proposed to use the appropriation 
made by the last session of congress to con- 
struct two turning basins, one on the south 
branch, near its junction with the south 
fork and the west fork, and the other on 


the north branch, near the head of Goose

It is impracticable, because that part of 
the river is a dead bayou, entirely without 
current, and the receptacle of the sewage 
of the towns of Burnham and Hammond, 
including some large filth producing estab- 
lishments. All attempts to improve this 
prior to 1895 resulted in failure. e parts 
were dredged to 4 depth of ten feet three 
times, and as often filled up with refuse from 
the slaughter houses.

Members of the Drainage board are not 
disposed agree with Maj.

They say 
their work does not interfere with the depth 
of water in these parts of the river, and they 
are not accountable for the conditions there. 


Comment of Trustee Baker. 
can't see any reason why we should 
dredge the north branch,” said Trustee 
Baker last evening. We do not interfere 
with that part of the rivef at all, and if it 
is getting shallow it is not in any way on 
account of the drainage canal. The south 


branch we are dredging because we are 


“forced to provide the proper flow of water 
into the canal. We did not agree to do it

„As I understand the report, it is that the 
city, not the sanitary district, should dredge 
‘the river, said Trustee Carter. There

Have Right to Cut Off Power. 


The right of the sanitary district to raise

“Should the parties who are represented

DECLINES POST. 


TELLS PRESIDENT HE CANNOT AC- 
CEPT PROFFERED POSITION. 


Roosevelt Had Named Him for Life 
Place on Court of Claims Upon His 
Promise to Take It—South Carolina 
Senator Incloses Newspaper Edito- 
rial Saying He Had Sold Himself to 
Administration—This Appears to Be 
Vor Cause for His Declination. 
* 

Oyster Bay, N. T., July 21.—-[ Special. 
Senator John L. McLaurin of South Car- 
Olina has declined the appointment to the 
vacancy of the United States Court of Claims. 
The president offered to appoint Senator Mc- 
Laurin, but he has written that he cannot 
accept the place, This letter is couched in 
the most positive terms and was apparently 
based on a newspaper article which he in- 
closed in his letter, which said that he had 
sold himself for the prospect of getting such 
an office as the one that has been offered to 
him. The president regards this type of ac- 
cusation as contemptible, and would pay no 
heed to it himself, and only regrets that Sen- 
ator McLaurin paid any attention to it. 

The president was desirous of appointing 
Senator McLaurin to some office under him, 
and believes that his senatorial experience 
and his career as attorney general of South 
Carolina would have made him a particularly 
good judge of the Court of Claims. The 
president is now uncertain what he will do 
about Senator McLaurin, but it is known that 
he is anxious to appoint him to some posi- 
tion. 

Had Already Accepted Post. 

The senator came here a week ago to see 
the president about the appointment, and 
after the interview confided to his friends 
that the president had offered him the place 
and he haji accepted it. The appointment is 
for life and the position is regarded as a 
most desirable one. 

Evidently Senator McLaurin’s change of 
mind has been wrought within a few days. 
Practical men in politics will find it hard to 
believe that the senator has been influenced 
to make this change in his life plans by an 
editorial criticism, harsher perhaps but in 
the same spirit with many other utterances 
of the southern democratic press when Sen- 
ator McLaurin cast his vote in the senate 
for the policies of the administration. 

A few weeks ago President Roosevelt as- 
sured Senator McLaurin that he would not 
be deterred by any fear of senatorial holdup. 
He has written a letter to Senator MLaurin 
expressing his deep regret that he has de- 
clined the office. It is possible that the Pres- 
ident will find a place for him in some other 
department of the public service. The only 
places of consequence now in the gift of 
the president are on the Panama canal com- 
mission, and the senator may get one of these. 

On his trip to Sea Girt on Thursday to re- 
view the New Jersey national guard, the 
president will take Mrs. Roosevelt, Miss 
Alice Roosevelt, Mrs. Cowles, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Emlen Roosevelt. They will go aboard 
the Mayflower at 7 o’clock on Thursday 
morning and expect to reach Atlantic High- 
lands a little before 12 o’clock. 

A special train will be in waiting to take 
the president’s party to Sea Girt. After- 
wards Gov. Franklin Murphy will entertain 
the president’s party at lunch at his cottage, 
and the guests will include the New Jersey 
representatives in congress.

GREENBERG "0 BEAL TED 


NOTORIOUS CONSTABLE WILL GET 
AN EARLY TRIAL. 


State’s Attorney Orders Pending In- 
dictments Against Him Placed on 
Criminal Court Call at Once—Masas- 
meeting of Victims May Be Called to 
Secure Additional Evidence—Writ 

Server Fails to Appear When Case 
Comes Up. 


Constable Louis Greenberg, whose wild 
western methods of writ serving have made 
him notorious, is about to have his career 
checked by the Criminal courts. State's 
Attorney Deneen yesterday ordered that the 
indictments pending against Greenberg be 
placed at once on the Criminal court call 
for early trial. ; 

It was also reported during the day that a. 
movement was on foot for a massmeeting of 
Greenberg's victims. 

An attempt will be made by County Judge 
Carter and other officials, as the result of 


from his position and to break up the gang 
which has aided him in his work. 

“I want the Greenberg cases disposed of 
as soon as possible,“ said State's Attorney 
Deneen. ‘‘ It may be that the charges now 
standing against him can be heard within 
the next two weeks. At any rate, we shall 
try to prosecute the cases before court ad- 
journs for the summer.“ 

There are four cases now pending against 
Greenberg, all arising from alleged assaults 
made in carrying out his raids as a con- 
stable. Several indictments have been 
quashed against him, and other complaints 
have already reached the state’s attorney 
—— may result in further grand jury ac- 
tion. 


Constable Fails to Appear. 


During the day Greenberg again defied 
the courts, refusing to appear and defend 
himself in a habeas corpus petition case by 
which Mrs. Nellie D. Driver, one of his 
latest victims, secured her release from ar- 
rest. 

Mrs. Driver was arrested on July 17 ona 
warrant sworn out by Greenberg. Petition 
for a writ of habeas corpus was made by 
her attorney, A. H. Heyman, before Judge 
Chetlain, and notice was sent to Greenberg 
that the case would come up during the 
afternoon. Mrs. Driver and her attorney 
and friends waited more than an hour after 
the allotted time, but Greenberg failed to 
appear. 

Word was received from him in a rounda- 
bout way that he did not intend to appear. 
As a result Mrs. Driver was released on 
her own recognizance and the final dispo- 
sition of the case continued until 2 o’clock 
tomorrow afternoon, so that Greenberg may 
be compelled to appear. As the constable 
is also a practicing attorney the court held 
that he should be brought into court to de- 
fend himself. 


Declares Warrant Irregular. 

In her petition Mrs. Driver alleged that 
she is at present in the custody of Constable 
Gard, to whom she had been defivered 
by her surety. The warrant on which she 
was arrested by Greenberg, she asserts, was 
sworn out before Justice J. G. Sheldon, 
whom she charges with not being a regu- 
larly appointed justice of the peace, as his 
appointment has not been approved by the 
state senate. 

Greenberg, she asserts, accompanied by a 
“bur!y ruffian,’”’ entered her house at 307 
Dearborn avenue on the affernoon of July 
16, displayed a paper. and demanded a sum 
of money. She pleaded with him to allow 
her to consult an attorney, but Greenberg, 
she alleges, flourished a revolver in her face, 
while the “burly ruffian’”’ picked up five 
valuable rugs, threw them through the win- 
dow, and then jumped after them Then 
Greenberg, too, fied. She avers that the 
warrant for her arrest was obtained by false 
pretenses. 

“This is the same Louis Greenberg. her 
petition continues, who has committed like 
offenses before, particularly upon the gentler 
sex, upon whom he has practiced unlawful 
and disgraceful depredations with a peculiar 


viclousness amounting almost to maniacal! 


fury.” 


“We shall push the proceedings against 
Greenberg to the end,” said Attorney Hey- 
man. “I intend to call a meeting of this 
man’s victims so that every bit of evidence 
against him may be gathered.

Situation Is Alarming. 

The situation here is alarming. The gen- 
eral opinion is that Gen. Jumeau intends 
marching on Port au Prince, and that he will 
send the Crete A. Pierrot there with troops. 

The department of Artibonite has pro- 
claimed M. Firmin, the former minister of 
Hayti at Paris, president, and the inhabi- 
tants of the arondissement of St. Michel 
and the commune of Marmelade have joined 
with those of Artibonite with the view of 
marching on Cape Haytien. 


Government Is Divided. 


The provisional government here is divid- 
ed into four parts, one Firminist and three 
anti-Firminist groups, and is without any 
authority. The population is also divided. 
and it is generally believed that M. Firmin 
will not meet with any serious resistance in 
his advance on the capital. 


MISSISSIPPI] FLOOD CREST 
PASSES SOUTH OF KEOKUK. 


Water There Begins to Recede and 
Worst Is Thought to Be Over— 
Thousands of Acres Still Covered. 


Keokuk, Ia., July 21.—[Special. }—The crest 
of the flood in the Mississippi reached here 
today, and is now passing southward. Dur- 
ing the afternoon the waters receded an inc 
and a half. | 

The rise of a foot more in the vicinity of 
Canton, Quincy, La Grange, and Hannibal 
carried the water over thousands of acres 
previously uninjured. The highest water is 
between La Grange and Gregory, where the 
water on Sunday was well below the rails 
of the St. Louis, Keokuk and Northwestern 
railway, on the bank of the river. Today a 
flood is pouring over the tracks and reaching 
to the steps of the coaches.

HARD TASK FOR MINERS, 


PLANS TO DIVIDE $500,000 A WEEK 
AMONG STRIKERS. 


National Headquarters at Indianapolis 
Win Empley Additional Clerical 
Help—According to Figures at Hand 
There Are 150,000 Strikers to Sup- 
port and Dependent Upon Them Are 
749,500, Making Nearly a Million 
Persons to Be Taken Care Of. 


Indianapolis, Ind., July 21.—[{Special.]—The 
problem of collecting and distributing $500,- 
000 a week among the striking coal miners 
is presenting many difficulties. 

There are now some 100,000 workers of all 
classes in the region who are idle and in 
need of aid, and the union officials estimate 
that there are dependent upon these some 
499,670 persons. The $500,000 it is hoped to 
raise each week will provide not quite 8 
cents a week for each. There are also, — 
cording to the union figures, some = “ 
persons dependent upon the 50,000 u 
strikers who have alrenty left the region 
and obtained work elsewhere. 

It has not yet been decided if these are 
eligible to aid from the union, but the a. 
jority will certainly apply for it and in r 
upon getting it, although they may, et- 
ting aid from the strikers at work in 2 
places, not demand as much as those who 

ve no work. 
gy de® tes to the “gures of the union there 
are 150,000 strikers, and dependent upon 
them are 749,500 persons. 

In round numbers there are close to — — 
people for whom the — is endeavoring 
to provide $500,000 a week. 

In the strike of 1887-88 in the Lehigh 
region, which lasted for six months, the 
14,000 miners managed to live on a strike 
fund which did not quite reach $140,000, and, 
although at the end of that time, when they 
returned to work, there were numerous de- 
mands for more food and clothing than could 
be provided, old miners say they do not recall 
that there were any cases of suffering, al- 
though many of the strikers were hard 
pressed. 

Ready to Handle Funds. 

W. B. Wilson, national secretary and treas- 
urer, to whom all subscriptions are payable, 
and who will distribute the funds, said today 
that the office force will be increased im- 
mediately so there will be no delay in hand- 
ling the money. 

The defense fund is to be distributed among 
the three anthracite districts according to 
their membership. Wilson says that district 
No. 1 will probably receive 58 per cent; No. 9, 
85 per cent; and No. 7, 12 per cent. District 
No. 1 has more members than both Nos. 7 and 
9. The money will be sent from Indianapolis 
to the secretaries of the anthracite districts 
and distributed by them among the strikers. 

First $50,000 Sent Out. 

The first financial assistance was sent to 
the strikers tonight, when Secretary Wilson 
forwarded to the secretary treasurers of 
the three anthracite districts checks for 
their respective shares of the $50,000 ap- 
propriated by the recent convention. 


Illinois Sends $50,000 Today.

It has 
been the custom for the bakers to begin 
‘their day’s work at midnight, in order that 

the pie eating public might have fresh pies 
every day. 

For this work the pay has been from $14 
to $28 a week, according to the piemaking 
skill of the employé. The piemakers now de- 
mand that they receive the same remunera- 
tion and begin work at 7 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, working for ten hours, as heretofore. 

This demand the pie companies have re- 
fused to agree to, claiming that many kinds 
of. pie, especially those in which milk is a 
principal ingredient, cannot be kept fresh 
for more than a day during the hot weather. 
Were the men to begin work only at 7 in 
the morning, they say, it would be impossible 
“te deliver the pies of that day’s bake for 
consumption until the next day. 

The first sign of a scarcity of pie developed 
‘today, when at many of the downtown res- 
taurants and quick lunch places there was 
only a restricted list of pies to ghoose from.

RUN BY THE DEPOSITORS. 
Treasurer. Rush Be 
Methods by Guards in Throw- 
ing Back Locks. 


Mystery still surrounds the rob- 
bery of the boxes held by Chicago book- 
makers in the Masonic temple safety deposit 
vaults, although the police discoveged yes- 
terday that other boxes in the same vaults 
have been pilfered during the last few 
months, and from reports the methods were 
the same es those used on Friday night. 
Evidence in the possession of the authort- 
ties points to the existence of an organized 
scheme, the exact nature of which remains 
unknown. 

News of the bookmakers’ loss started a 
run on the vaults, and all day yesterday hox- 
holders thronged the offices eager to get to 
their boxes and examine them. By 8:80 p. m. 
1,650 depositors hed rushed down the stair- 
way, and by 6 o'clock between 2,000 and 2,100 
had examined their deposits. Officials of 
the company refuse to say how many with- 
drew, but it is believed that one out of three 
carried his valuables away. 


Bank Robber a Boxholder. . 

The police took active control of the case 
yesterday, but the problem of how the 
money disappeared was not solved, nor was 
any clew obtained. The detectives looked 
up the records of the mén under suspicion, 
but found but little to aid them. One of the 
men occasionally goes to the racetracks, arid 
another has the reputation of living rather 
high for his salary.

Police Believe Women's Stories. 

The stories told by the two women are 
belleved by the police at work on the case. 

“ I lost $400 while a renter of a vault,“ said 
Mrs. Sullivan. “I deposited $1,600 on Jan. 
13. On April 1 I had occasion to open the 
box and found that $400 had been taken out. 
The money was done up in packages, each 
containing $200. Two of these had been ab- 
stracted. I immediately notified the officials 
of the company and drew out all the money 
left. We have endeavored to secure some 
settlement, but have been unsuccessful. I 
had two keys to the box and they were in 
my possession at all times. The officials 
intimated that I had been mistaken and 
offered other excuses for my loss. I ma 
bring suit against the company.” 


Experience of Mrs. Fox. 

“I lost $3860. from my vault,”’ said Mrs. 
Fox. “Feb. 11, 1901, I had four rolls of 
currency containing $1,000 in the vault. A 
few months later I discovered that $180 had 
been taken from each ot two rolls. The pack- 
ages had been carefully rewrapped and re- 
stored to their original condition. I called 
the attention of the officials to my loss at 
once. They counted my money over a num- 
ber of times and then tried to convince me 
that I had lost it. 

“The officials persuaded me to continue 
using the vault on the promise that they 
would settle with me in some way. They 
never did so. Neither did they change the 
lock on the box or give me a new one. I 
then took my money to a bank, and intend 
bringing suit against the company. At one 
time the usher unlocked the wrong box with 
my key and brought it to me. It wae filled 
with papers belonging to some one else.”’ 


Told of Dunlap’s Box. 

The fact that James Dunlap held a box in 
the vaults created a stir among the detec- 
tives. It developed that last year the head 
of a national detective agency went to D. G. 
Rush, the treasurer, and told him of the 
character of the holder and gave a warning 
against allowing him to continue there. 
Treasurer Rush says the x was taken 
away. but this is doubted by the police. 

The detective came tosee me.“ said Rush, 
“and told me of Dunlap. I took the proper 
action and have not seen him here since. In 
fact, I know he has not been here.“ 

It also was learned during the day that 
practically every employé of the company 
has @ master key. This leaked out when 
Treasurer Rush was asked whether G. H. 
Dickinson, one of the principal owners of 
stock in the company and one of the most 
important of the employés, had one. Treas- 
urer Rush said he had, and frequently took 
the place of a guard. 

Is he or any one else allowed to use the 
master key before the depositor asks for its 
use? was asked. 

No,“ came the reply. 

How does it happen. then, that such a 
course was pursued in the case of the book- 
makers? he was asked. 

That did occur, lamsorrytosay. It was 
a breach of discipline, and should not have 
taken place. The bookmakers came so regu- 
larly that, I suppose, when one appeared the 
guard knew the others would come along, and 
so used the master key on all their boxes. 
That was reprehensible, but when all was 
2 smoothly the guard thought nothing

Letter Admits a Loss. 


Another acknowledgment of tampering and 
breaking of the rules came out when the 
police began to investigate the alleged rob- 
bing of the box of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Woodworkers. Secretary J. G. Meiler 
of that organization claims to have lost $357, 
suit to recover which has been started. Meiler 
says that when he became in Feb- 
ruary, 1901, he examined the box and found 
it correct. On May 24 he found a shortage 
of $24. On June 6a second loss was discov- 
ered, bringing the total to $357. 

The management was notified of the loss 
and a letter was sent to Meller, signed by E. 
Williams, manager, in which it was admitted 
that Meiler’s box had been tampered with 
and holding out the hope that the missing 
property would be recovered.

STEAMER SINKS; SODROW 


TUG RUNS DOWN EXCURSION BOAT 
IN RIVER ELBE. 


Vessels Within Plain Sight and Sail- 
ing Under Bright Moonlight—Pleas- 
ure Craft Suddenly Changes Its 
Course Directly Across the Stream 
and the Collision Is Unavoidable— 
Many Passengers Saved by Boats Be- 
fore the Primus Sinks in Midetream. 


[BY CABLE TO THB CHICAGO TRIBUNE, ] 
HAMBURG, July 21.—The steamer Primus, 
with 185 persons on board, was cut in two 
dy the tug Hansa on the river Elbe at 12:30 
this morning. Fifty of the passengers were 
drowned. 

The Primus was an excursion boat and Had 
many members of the Eilbeck Male Choral so- 
ciety aboard, and was returning to Hamburg 
after a river excursion. The accident hap- 
pened near Nienstedten, 100 feet from shore. 
The moon was shining brightly at the time. 

After the collision the ehdeavored to 
push the st ashore, but. went 
aground itself; the boats parted, and the 
Primus went down. Whtle the boats were 
together fifty of those on board the Rrimus 
were able to reach the Hansa by means of 
ropes and ladders. Some seventy others. 
were picked up by boats. Still others swam 


ashore. 
Fearful Panic on Board. 

The panic that followed on the Primus 
when the Hansa struck rendered the efforts 
to save the passengers almost useless. Fortu- 
nately, the steamer Delphin came up immedi- 
ately and succeeded in saving sixty of: those 
on board the sinking steamer, while other 
boats assisted in the work of rescue. 

The band was playing and many couples 
were dancing on deck when the crash of the 
collision came. The vessel gave a great list, 
the deck taking such an angle that it was 
impossible for the passengers to keep their 
feet. Those below scrambled up the com- 
panionways, but.most of the persons in the 
saloon were drowned. Men fought for their 
own safety regardless of others. 

In the midst of the confusion the boilers 
exploded, adding to the horrors of the scene, 
and many persons are said to have been in- 
jured by flying splinters of metal. 


Passengers Fight Each Other, 


More of the Primus’ passengers would have 
been saved by the ropes thrown from the 
Hansa had it not been that before those who 
seized the ropes could be hauled on board 
they were pulled off from the lines they 
had grasped by other persons ‘struggling in 
the water, and all 
hideous confusion. 

This morning enormous crowds poured out 
from Hamburg to the scene of the collision, 
and the shore was thronged with thousands 
of friends and relatives of those aboard the 
sunken steamer, who had come in heartrend- 
ing anxiety to learn the fate of their friends 
who were among the excursionists. Many 
sad scenes were witnessed as the bodies of 
those lost were washed upon the beach or 
brought ashore by divers. 


Forty-five Bodies Recovered. 

It is asserted that divers have already re- 
covered forty-five bodies, but as yet it is 
impossible to verify the death list. An at- 
tempt will immediately be made to float 
the vessel, and when this is done it is be- 
lieved more bodies will be found. Estimates 
of the number of dead vary from fifty to 
sixty. 

A large number of thessurvivors were in- 
jured, though not seriously. 


Cause of the Disaster. 


The Hamburg-American line, which owned 
the Hansa, issued a statement to the effect 
that the weather wae fine, the moon was 
shining, and that both vessels were steering 
absolutely clear of each other. Suddenly the 
Primus, when about 450 feet from the Hansa, 
put its rudder hard aport and crossed the 
bow of the latter. 

“This mistake,“ continues the statement, 
rendered a collision unavoidable. The only 
possible step for the Hansa to take—namely: 
to go full speed astern—was carried out imme- 
diately, but without avail. Less than a min- 
ute elapsed between the time the Primus 
changed its course and the collision. Boats 
were immediately lowered from the Hansa 
and ropes and ladders were thrown over- 
board. The Primus floated down stream and 
sank 300 feet from the Hansa. 


Both Captains Surrender. 

Capt. Petersen of the Primus swam ashore 
and gave himself up to the police. Capt. 
Sachs of the Hansa also surrendered. 

The Primus was the oldest boat on the 
Elbe. It was built in England in 1844 
and had never before met withan accident. 

The disaster caused deep gloom here. Many 
children lost both their parents. The Choral 
society, which was on board the excursion 
steamer, consisted mainly of workmen. There 
were no foreign passengers.

MACKAY TOMB IN AMERICA 


BODY OF THE MILLIONAIRE TO BE 
BURIED IN BROOKLYN. 


Funeral Arrangements Delayed Until 
His Son, Clarence, Can Reach Lon- 
don from New York—Widow Is Pros- 
trated by Grief—Sorrow Is Felt in 
England as Well as in the United 
States—Fortune, in Widely Diver- 
sified Securities, Hard to Estimate. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, July 21.—The body of John W. 
Mackay will be taken to America for burial 
in Greenwood cemetery, Brooklyn. Funeral 
arrangements, however, cannot be made 
until’ the arrival of Clarence Mackay, who 
sailed from New York on Saturday. Mrs. 
Mackay is prostrated by ef. 

George G. Ward of the Commercial Cable 
company said today that the hody of Mr. 
Mackay would not be taken to New York 
until next week at the earliest. Shortly after 
its arrival it will be placed in the Mackay 
mausoleum. 

Mr. Mackay, in spite of his retiring habits, 
was exceedingly popular in English society, 
and previous to the death of Queen Victoria 
frequéntly entertained the then prince of 
Wales, who described Mr. Mackay as “ the 
most unassuming American I ever met.“ 
One of the last functions at Mr. Mackay’s 
house was a dinner to the Princess Louise. 


Few Intimates in England. 


Although known everywhere, Mr. Mackay 
had few intimate English friends. Among 
the closest of these were Sir Ernest Cassell 
and Lord Revelstoke. Mr. Ward says death 
resulted purely from heart, failure, and the 
trouble had been of long standing. A day 
or two before he died, when he knew the end 
was not far off, Mr. Mackay insisted that his 
wife should leave his bedside and take a 
drive, fearing that the strain would be too 
much for her. On the last day Mr. Mackay 
appeared in the city he said: 

‘I think I have worked long enough. I'II 
just see to the laying down of the American 
Pacific cable and will then take a rest.“ 

An informal meeting of Americans in 
London, held at the Carlton hotel this even- 
ing, adopted resolutions expressing regret at 
the death of Mr. Mackay and tendering 
sympathy to Mrs. Mackay and the other 
members of the family. Among those pres- 
ent were Gen. Joseph Wheeler, former gov- 
ernor of Maryland Frank Brown, Jefferson 
M. Levy, former member of congress from 
New York, and George T. Wilson, third vice 
president of the Equitable Life Assurance 
society. 

The Express tomorrow will say that Mr. 
Mackay bequeathed an enormous sum to 
Catholic institutions in England. 


Fortune Hard to Estimate. 


San Francisco, Cal., July 21.—Richard Dey, 
a close personal friend and former confiden- 
tial secretary of the late John W. Mackay, 
said today: 

I don’t suppose Mr. Mackay himself knew 
within $20,000,000 of what he wasworth. He 
was president of the Mackay-Bennett Cable 
company, president of the Postal Telegraph 
company, and president of the prospective 
Pacific Commercial Cable company, vice 
president of the new $7,000,000 sugar refinery 
at Yonkers, N. V., of which Gus Spreckels 
is president, director of the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway, director of the Southern Pacific, 
and director of the new proposed railroad 
from Havana to Santiago in Cuba. He was 
one of the largest owners of the White Nob 
Copper company of Mackay, Idaho, and was 
interested with Charles D. Lane in the Wild 
Goose Mining company at Nome. He was 
heavily interested in the Sprague Elevator 
and Electrical works of New York, and 
owned much real estate here and in the 
east.

Both prisoners rose and saluted the widow 
in military fashion when she entered the 
courtroom. El Kheir is a tall, well built 
Arab, and evinced no anxiety. Hamma 
Chiekh, a younger and a smaller man, ap- 
peared uneasy. 

The Marquis de Mores went to the Soudan, 
it is said, to enlist the Arab chiefs against the 
British. He and his party wereattacked by 


thirty-six in the expedition were killed.

LEGALITY IS QUESTIONED 


Irregular Promotion of Lient. 
Peter D. O'Brien Is 
Charged. 


State’s Attorney Deneen has filed a sult 
in quo warranto which will test the legality 
of the civil service examination by which 
ihe present list of eligibles for police cap- 
tains was obtained. Ever since that exam- 
ination was held lawyers have claimed it was 
legal, but no opportunity came by which it 
could be determined until the recent appoint- 
ment from it of Lieut. P. D. O’Brien as cap- 
tain in the Twenty-second street district. 
The suit is against O’Brien and asks by what 
warrant he holds his present place. 

Although brought in the name of the 
state’s attorney, as the law requires, the 
influence back of it is supposed to be the 
Tilden democracy, that organization claim- 
ing that O’Brien, while lieutenant in charge 
of the district comprising the Second ward, 
was unduly active in the defeat of the Hop- 
‘kins faction of the democrats at the last 
primary election. His captaincy he received 
as a reward, it is asserted, two men ahead 
of him on the eligible list being persuaded 


to waive their claims in his favor. 


Charge Gross Violations. 


The ground on which the examination is 
attacked is that the law requiring a man 
to serve one year in a position before he 
can take an examination for the next high- 
er was grossly violated.

Railroads Said to Be Solicitous as 
to Mail Contracts. 


By. giving William. E. Mason their sup- 
port, the democrats believe they will be abie 
to participate in the election of a United 
States senator next winter.

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HARLEM WORS BRGINANEW 


TRACK OPENED ON THE SAME OLD 
CONDITIONS. 


Resumption of Racing Brings Crowds 
te Saloons and Once More Provokes 
Ire of Residents—Dance Halls and 
Drinking Resorts Thronged and 
Many Women Noticed—Deneen Ask- 

ed to Push Cases of Officials Before 
Grand Jury. 


With the reopening of the racetrack at 
Harlem yesterday came a recurrence of the 
conditions against which the people of the 
village have been protesting recently with 
go much vigor. Those who had hoped that 
the wholesale arrests of the village offi- 
cers, along with the officers of the Chicago 
and Harlem Jockey clubs, would have a 
dampening effect on the sport, were disap- 
pointed. It was the same old story over 
again. 

A crowd of 5,000 persone attended the races 
and the twenty-four bookmakers did a lively 
business from start to finish. Seven races 
were run during the afternoon, and the bet- 
ting did mot cease until 6o’clock. Detectives 
employed by the South Harlem Property 
Owners’ Protective association were busy 
gathering evidence which will be used when 
the legal proceedings against the people in- 
volved come to a trial. 

The saloons on West Twelfth street, just 
north of the racetrack, were wide open for 
business and after nightfall were crowded 
with the followers of the track, numerous 
women being. present in the drinking rooms 
and the dance halls. It is this feature that 
the residents of the neighborhood have pro- 
tested against most strongly, and the saloon- 
. keepers will come in for prominent mention 
in the suits. 3 

Asks Deneen to Act. 

Attorney D. 8. Wentworth, who is taking 
care of the legal end of the fight against the 
racetrack, called on State’s Attorney Deneen 

yesterday to urge that the case be brought 
before the July grand jury. The State’s At- 
torney was unable to take up the matter 
during the day on account of a press of 
business. 

The hearing of the charges against the 
Harlem officers and the racetrack men will 
come up before Justice Martin tomorrow. If 
he decides that the grand jury ought to look 
into the operations of the racetrack and the 
alleged methods which its promoters used 
in. securing a tacit consent for the racing 
and gambling going on there, the State's 
Attorney will act at once. 

In the event of a decision adverse to the 
reformers, Attorney Wentworth will take 
his facts to Mr. Deneen and endeavor to se- 
cure an indictment against the accused per- 
sons without a recommendation from the 

justice court. 


Fear Raid by Reformers. 


There was considerable apprehension 
among the people at the track yesterday 
that the reformers might be planning a 
raid on the place and a close watch was 
Es for any signs of it. Attorney Went- 

orth declares, however, that this is not 
contemplated at present, as it is believed 
that the battle can be fought to best ad- 
vantage through the medium of the courts. 
and the state’s attorney’s office. 


Tries to Placate Voters. 


In an effort to placate the voters of the 
township, the track officials have employed 
as many ef the nearby residents as possible, 
They were put at almost every conceivable 
job outside of the actual care of the horses. 
This hes been the policy of the Harlem 
Jockey club, and the Chicago club has con- 
tinued the practice at the request of the 
former. The Cicero band discoursed musie 
from the grandstand. era 

The members of the Harlem police min- 
gled freely in the crowd. Ar .uliceman wear- 
ing a captain’s uniform, with two gilt stars 
on either side of his collar; was conspicuous 
in the betting shed, and he was pointed out 
as Chief of Police William Mueller of the 
Harlem force. When approached he said 
he was an employé of the club and declined 
to vouchsafe any information. 


: Does Not Fear Attack.

POLIGE RAID GYPSY CAMP. 


NOMADS HUSTLED TO THE STA- 
TION AND LOCKED UP. 


Action Is the Result of Complaints by 
Citizens Near Forty-fifth Street and 
Archer Avenue That the Tented VII- 
lage Is a Nuisance and That ite In- 
habitants Are Responsible for 
Many Thett Leaders of the Band 
Are * with Vagrancy. 


Just after darkness settled down on the 
gypsy camp at Forty-fifth street and Archer 
avenue last night, the Brighton Park police 
made a descent on the peaceful inhabitants 
and carried a few patrol wagon loads of them 
to the station. Those who were held perma- 
nently for trial at the Thirty-fifth street 
police court this morning will be charged 
with vagrancy.

When the police appeared at the camp, 

after the purpose of their visit became 

known, it looked as if resistance would be 

offered, but Lieut.

Citizens Object to Camp. 


In a petition sent to Chief of Police O'Neill 
by the residents of Brighton Park, the gypsy 
camp is declared a nuisance, and the police 
chief was requested to compel the nomads 
to strike their tents. His reply was that the 
only redress the petitioners had was through 
a legal prosecution of the offenders through 
the police courts. 

The citizens took this advice and sent a 
committee to inform the gypsies they must 
move on. They refused to do so and were 
given one day in which to reconsider. That 
day expired yesterday. In the meantime 
names of many of the offenders were ob- 
tained and warrants secured for their arrest 
from Justice Underwood. 

Lieut. Gorman and Sergt. Birmingham, 
armed with thirty warrants, invaded the 
camp at 9 o'clock last night. Women and 
children were not molested. The gypsies de- 
clare they have the consent of the owner of 
the property to occupy the ground with their 
camp. 


Charge Thefts to Gypsies. 


Residents of the neighborhood base their 
objection to the presence of the band on the 
charge that the gypsies do no work arid that 
the great amount of petty stealing in that 
vicinity since the camp was formed five 
weeks ago is chargeable to them. This is de- 
nied by the gypsies, who declare they make 
their living by trading and peddling, telling 
fortunes, and selling such small trinkets 
as their customers will purchase. 

Lieut. Gorman says there has been an un- 
usual amount of petty 2 in the neigh- 
borhood and that he is certain some of it 
has been done by the gypsies. He says 
further that the citizens who desire the re- 
moval of the camp will be given all assistance 
posible. 


CRAFTS APPEALS TO ROOSEVELT 


Clergyman Writes to President of Al- 


leged Double Dealing by Treasury 
Officials on Sunday Closing. 


The Rev. W. F. Crafts of the International 
Reform Hureau has addressed a letter to 
President Roosevelt stating that at last 
the official corporation signatures of the St. 
Louis exposition have been secured for the 
Sunday closing contract. This, the Rev. 
Mr. Crafts maintains, makes the contract 
binding, and insures the closing of the ex- 
position on Sunday. The treasury depart- 
ment, the letter states, has hitherto refused 
to demand the official signatures, and for 
this an investigation is demanded, Mr. Crafts 
contending that the aim was to leave a loop- 
hole through which the exposition officials 
could escape living up to the Sunday clos- 
ing agreement. 

Further Mr. Crafts states: 

“When the Sunday closing amendment 
had passed the senate and was in conference 
J was informed that some St. Louis lobby- 
ists had already devised a way to nullify 
the law, which would secure no recovery 
in case of violation, since the corporation 
property could be bound only by the presi- 
dent’s official signature, as the bylaws speci- 
fically provide in case of all contracts in- 
volving over $10,000. 

‘Exactly. such a contract as was then 
proposed to nullify the law was to the last 
offered by Secretary Shaw to the St. Louis 
directors, as the published records of their 
meeting on July 8 show.“ 

The letter concludes: 

This charges sheer anarchy on the treas- 
ury, and is not the charge of an enemy but 
a friend. Surely, you will find out whether 
the blunder about the contract was only an 
error of judgment—e serious one, even in 
that case—for, confessedly the treasury did 
not ask as strong a contract as the directors 
proved they could make by doing it in re- 
sponse to outside demands.“

The vessels oper- 
ating from the port will be equipped simi- 
larly and the shore agents will be in direct 
communication with the vessels at every 
stage of the voyage to send orders of change 
in route, or to receive reports of accidents 
or other matters. In the passenger steam- 
ers the plan contemplates a public service 
by which passengers may telegraph ashore 
or receive messages from their friends or 
business associates.

„Vessel owners admit the value of direct 
communication with their vessels. Some 
of them have equipped their boats with car- 
rier pigeons for use in emergency and some 
have tried other wireless telegraph systems.

SHOULD GREENLAND BE BOUGHT? 
Out of New Brunswick comes the story 
that Lieut. Peary’s announced purpose in 
exploring Greenland is a blind: that instead 
of being interested only in the scientific dis- 
coveries he may make his real business is 
to determine by investigation whether or 
not the United States would be justified in 
paying a good round sum to Denmark for 
the possession of the huge arctic island. 
Though Greenland is to a large extent 
a terra incognita it is known that except for 
u narrow strip along the sea shore it is 
entirely covered with an ancient ice blanket 
of great thickness. It will be difficult, 
therefore, for any explorer, no matter how 
daring, to determine whether or not it con- 
tains such rich deposits of gold, copper, 
or other minerals as wofld alone make its 
possession an object in a commercial way. 
Under its present ownership by Denmark 
it serves the harmless purpose of supply- 
ing the Danes with a North American pos- 
session without interfering with the am- 
bitions or the trade of any other country. 
Of course, there may come a time within the 
next hundred thousand years when Green- 
land may become the fertile and smiling 
land it once was. Then it would indeed 
be a valuable possession, for in mere extent 
of territory it is vast. If the United States 
wishes to buy a future of that kind for the 
possible benefit of generations yet unimag- 
ined the idea may be worth considering. As 
this is the midst of the annual silly season, 
however, it will be safer to set the story 
down as the result of the ambitious effort 
of some New Brunswick correspondent to 
swell the size of his monthly bill for serv- 
iees rendered to the enterprising newspapers 
of the United States. 


MR. CHAMBERLAIN AND THE PREMIER. 

The developments in the English cabinet 
situation make clearer than ever before that 
the strongest man in English public life is 
the colonial secretary. For the last five 
years his ascendency in the councils of the 
unionist party has been steadily growing, 
until for some time before the retirement of 
Lord Salisbury it was evident that he active- 
ly led the cabinet in the matter of the war— 
the principal question before the government 
during that time. This was not solely on 
account of his position at the head of the 
colonial office. The heads of the war office, 
of the India office, of foreign affairs, and 
even the chancellor of the exchequer him- 
self were largely subject to the direction of 
the premier. It was he who blocked out 
their policies. But it was Mr. Chamberlain 
who blocked out the south African policy 
not only of the colonial office but of the cab- 
inet, Still, as long as Lord Salisbury was 
at the head of the government English con- 
servatism prevented any serious infringe- 
ment of his power. The head of a party 
most of whose-leaders were aristocrats if 
not peers, he received their support even 
when they differed with him on matters of 
poliey. He was able to select for his suc- 
cessor the man who was personally accept- 
able to him aud who did not violate the 
traditions of the party. 

It was hard for the conservative party to 
see a Jew selected for the premiership, but 
Disraeli was more acceptable in his day than 
Chamberlain would be now. Even if he 
was not of them Disraeli gave expression to 
the policies and did reverence to the tradi- 
tions of the ruling class. The Birmingham 


manufacturer does neither. He represents 


an element which is much more welcome 
among the liberals than the conservatives 


with whom he has allied himself. But his 


strength is such that Mr. Balfour has been 
compelled to refer his every decision to Mr. 
Chamberlain for approval. This is the first 
double beaded ministry which England has 


had in a generation. The experiment, where 
it has been tried, has been uniformly un- 
successful. A coalition in a cabinet is even 
less practicable than in parliament. In 
France coalition ministries have come and 
gone like the seasons, and such has been the 
experience of Italy, Spain, Sweden, and 
Austria. If the coalition lives in England 
it will not be due to any virtue in the system, 
but to the pliability of Mr. Balfour and the 
self-restraint of Mr. Chamberlain. The 
colonial secretary may remain satisfied with 
the exercise of a predominating influence in 

e cabinet without the gratification of the 
name of premier. 


WOOL CONSUMPTION DECREASED. 

In 1890 the per capita consumption in 
this country of wool handled by Ameri- 
can manufacturers was a trifle over six 
pounds. In the census year 1900 the aver- 
age consumption was only five and a half 
pounds. The people were more prosperous 
in 1900 than in 1890, but they used less wool 
per head. But the last census year showed 
an increased consumption of cotton per 
capita as compared with the preceding 
census year. The American manufacturers 
used in 1890 1,193,000,000 pounds of cot- 
ton and in 1900 1,910,000,000 pounds. In 
the first named year 872,700,000 pounds of 
wool were used as against 412,300,000 two 
years ago. 


consumption of wool in the United. States 
was 50 per cent greater than it was in 
1900. The American people, so many of 
whom live in northern latitudes, would use 
wool more freely if they could get it more 
cheaply. Its extra cost, due to high tariff 
duties; has decreased the average consump- 
tion of an important product and led to the 
more extensive use of cotton. 

The high duties on wool have not had 
the. promised effect. It was asserted that 
if the sheep raisers were well protected 
such a stimulus would be,given to the pro- 
duction of wool that this country would 
become quite independent of foreign sup- 
plies and t' e decline in price would ensue 
which has ensued in the case of other 
protected products. What has proved true 
in other industries has not proved true in the 
raw wool industry. The woolen manu- 
facturers are not supplied by the American 
flock masters with sufficient quantities of 
the different kinds of wool they need. There 
has been a regrettable decrease in the con- 
sumption of wool per head. 

The protected sheepraisers are not keep- 
ing their part of the bargain made with 
them, and as a consequence the people are 
obliged to use less wool. Lower duties 
on that article will give the sheepraisers 
all the protection they are entitled to and 
give Americans an opportunity to wear 
better clothing. 


DO WE. GROW SADDER! 

Mr. William Norman Guthrie has been 
telling the students at the University of 
Chicago that we take life too seriously, 
that we are saddest when we drink, and 
that there would be less drinking if there 
were more laughing. Yet it is not because 
men have liked laughter less that they 
have seemed to like liquor more, and it is 
with a view to inviting hilarity that 
they have, as the phrase goes, “ taken to 
drink.” Yet there is no doubt that Ameri- 
can people are too grave, though it is of no 
use to tell them so, for if anything is cal- 
culated to make a man melancholy it is to 
be requested to cheer up and be lively. 
And, on the other hand, the funny books 
are the most popular books of the day and 
the comic plays the best attended. 

There never was a time when the melan- 
choly Dane was so put out of countenance 
by his merrymaking rival, the vaudeville 
hero, and perhaps one might find a reason 
for the recent Dickens revival in the liking 
for the fun of that author, which seems to 
exist in even the most unliterary breasts. 
To be sure, in watching an American audi- 
ence one could not always be sure whether it 
was Hamlet or a vaudeville performance 
that held the boards, and the greatest en- 
joyer of Dickens’ humor is often careful 
not to let his face betray his joy. And 
perhaps Americans are too eager in their 
desire to be amused and hunt the comic god 
too sedulously. There is nothing that gives 
more gravity to the countenance than the 
ardent pursuit of some object, even when 
that object is the unstrained quality of 


gayety. 


JOHN W. MACKAY. 

John W. Mackay was a man to whom 
America offered opportunities which Ireland 
did not have for him. What would have 
been the career of a man of his ability if he 
had been compelled to remain in his native 
land is beyond conjecture, but there is little 
reason to believe he would have achieved a 
tithe of the wealth and conspicuity which 
were his when he died if there had been no 
Ameriea as a field for his energies. The 
long digtance between the shipyard appren- 
tice and saloonkeeper and the millionaire 
captain of industry is more quickly traversed 
here than it is in other countries. 

Mr. Mackay owed a great deal to America, 
but he did much to repay his indebtedness. 
As a developer of rich mines and as the 
builder of a great telegraph system he con- 
tributed to the wealth of the country which 
had given him a hospitable reception. The 
fortune his business capacity gained for him 
was not used for unworthy purposes. It 
was not used in such a manner as to make 
him the subject—justly or unjustly—of the 
popular condemnation which has occasiona]- 
ly been poured out upon some of the mem- 
bers of the group of American multimillion- 
aires to which he belonged. He was not an 
organizer of trusts and combines. He was 
not interested in oil, coal, or meat monopo- 
lies. He was not a railroad king, nor was 
he a Wall street operator. His sober, con- 
servative mind was always averse to specu- 
lation. 

When Mr. Mackay became rich politics 
did not tempt him as it did some of the men 
with whom he had been closely associated. 
Nor was he content to remain on the Pacific 
coast, where he had made his money. He 
sought a broader field of action. He went 
east and found himself quite in his place, 
Unlike some of the self-made men of this 
country Mr. Mackay was conscious of, re- 
gretted, and to a great extent remedied the 
deficiencies of his early education, which 
were due to no fault of his. He had no time 
to spare for schooling when he was a boy or 
a young man. When wealth came to him, 
after years of unremitting labor, he did not 
give up all his time to the acquisition of 
more wealth. He read. He studied. He 
made himself fit in all respects to be the 
associate of men who had enjoyed in youth 
advantages denied to him. 

Mr. Mackay was the ablest and the long- 
est lived of the bonanza kings. They were 
all poor young men who made princely for- 
tunes. Americans who have a notion that 
their country is going to the dogs admit that 
Mr. Mackay rose by his own exertions from 
poverty to great wealth and influence, but 
they say no young man can do it today. Pos- 
sibly not in the same way Mr. Mackay did. 
The Bonanza mines may not be duplicated. 
there may be stepping ashore

A DIFFERENCE IN IDEALS. 

The kaiser's remarks about Mr. Morgan 
do not sound as if they were authentic. 
In the first place, it is not likely that the 
kaiser would make such remarks to any 
person who would be capable of divulging 
them. In the second place, Mr. Morgan 
is not quite the rude, unlettered man that 
the story implies. He is, in fact, a pro- 
nounced exception to the rule which makes 
great financiers begin their business careers 
in their shirt sleeves. He was educated at 
the Boston English High and at the Uni- 
versity of Göttingen. If he “has no clear 
comprehension of the vast harmonies and 
conflicts of the commercial universe and 


is “not well informed regarding the his- 
torical and philosophical development of 


nations,” his deficiencies can hardly be of 
so startling a nature as to deserve public 
comment. 

If we assume, however, that the kaiser 
really did say what he is reported to have 
said, we are provided with an excellent 
illustration of the difference between the 
European and the American or English 
attitude toward almost everything. The 
American or Englishman usually does what 
his hands find to do and leaves historical 
perspective to his biographer. The Eu- 
ropean is not quite happy unless he fits 
his activities to a framework of philosophy 
and speculation. Hence arises the Anglo- 
Saxon genius for compromise. That curious 
makeshift, the Anglican church, would be 
possible to no other race. It was only the 
Anglo-Saxon who could harness Catholi- 
cism and Protestantism together and travel 
comfortably behind the pair. It is oppor- 
tunism and not logic that has built up the 
English and American civilizations. Even 
in language the bias remains the same. 
The English language has no grammar. 
It has no spelling. Its vocabulary is of the 
most shifting and flexible kind. Logic 
would demand a complete change. Oppor- 
tunism. demands nothing so radical. In 
America this fundamental racial charac- 
teristic is sometimes accentuated. The 
American is engrossed in the here and now. 
As one of his keenest critics has said, he— 


Turns a keen, untroubled face 
Home to the instant need of things. 


He knows little about his position in the 
scheme of things entire. He sees what 
the hour demands and he complies. His 
whole plan of life depends not on the ap- 
plication of principles so much as on the 
accomplishment of definite and practicable 
results. A “revolution” in the Nuropean 
sense of breaking things up and putting 
them together again is impossible either 
in England or the United States. The 
Anglo-Saxon will patch up his constitutions 
until they look exceedingly queer, but he 
wouldn’t for anything invest in new ones. 

Maxim Gorky’s novel, Foma Gor- 
dye’eff,” is the story of a young Russian 
who cannot get to living because he can- 
not make up his mind how to live. Toan 
Englishman or an American this difficulty 
would seldom occur. He would start in 
with his life and live it and allow the ex- 
planation to come whenever it pleased. 

It may be, therefore, that the kaiser really 
found in Mr. Morgan a fondness for the 
bird in the hand instead of for those in 
the bush. If so, Mr. Morgan may com- 
fort himself by remembering. that his fault 
is racial instead of personal. : 


A GOOD INVESTMENT. 
The paying charity has been held up 


to the admiration of the charitable world 
for many years as the economically idea! 
Model tenements that 
pay dividends and hotels whieh provide 
cheap lodging—as often for the provident 
well to do as the really poor—Salvation 
Army farms, and woodyards have all been_ 
thoroughly exploited. They are splendid 
institutions and have doubtless saved many 
citizens who were in imminent danger, not 
of starving but of being pauperized. But 
the remnant of a man who is saved at the 
eleventh hour by a self-supporting charity 
is usually not an extremely valuable asset of 
the state. In reaching the condition from 
which he is rescued he generally deteriorates 
beyond possibility of complete repair. He 
is too old and his habits are too fixed for it 
to be possible to make him more than a 
passably decent citizen. 

The charitable are stirring to invest in a 
new field where the returns will be infinitely 
greater than from the “ self-supporting 
charities.“ The most valuable assets of so- 
ciety are its young men and young women. 
The loss of them means not only the eventual! 
loss of a citizen but the loss of the entire 
period of activity. 

Mr. Schwab, who is at the head of the 
industry which employs more men than any 
other in the world, knows this, and is carry- 
ing thousands of children doWn to the sea- 
shore to save their health and their lives for 
society. The self-made men who founded 
the home for delinquent boys know it, too. 
Mrs. Frank Lowden, knowing this, has un- 
dertaken to build a place where orphans may 
breathe the country air and grow strong in. 
the fields. 

The streets are filled with boys who for 
want of a little discipline and education are 
in a fair way to become tramps and hangers 
on at the saloons, if nothing worse. Public 
attention has been called to the need of care 
for the uncared for children of the cities. 
Gifts to higher education, investments in 
model tenements, and the other forms of 
modern effort to better social conditions are 
good; they offer fields for further profitable 
exploitation; but no investment will pay so- 
ciety better than that which will make good 
citizens of the wayward, untrained boys, 


whose future value to the state depends on | 


the present attitude of society toward them. 


GOOD ADVICE FROM MR. ROBINS. 

The charitable person who has ears to 
hear should profit by what Mr. Raymond 
Robins said at All Souls’ church day be 
fore yesterday. Mr. Robins is superin- 
tendent of the Municipal Lodging house. 
His duties lead him to a consideration of 
the whole question of vagrancy. He de- 
serves some attention therefore when he 
says: “ Let the sensible people of this city 
stop the ignorant and vicious system of in- 
discriminate giving, and the amount saved 
from ‘barrel house bums’ and profes- 
sional vags will enable the organized 
charities to pension every worthy indigent 
and to provide for every needy child in 
Chicago.” This is a strong statement. It 
may not be absolutely accurate in every 
sense in which it can be taken. 

The general principle involved is too clear 
to be obscured. The citizens of Chicago 
are today allowing a large number of un- 
grateful and undesirable persons to live 
on their bounty. The kindly housewife, 
dispensing pie and coffee at her back door, 
is indirectly supporting the levee. The 
generous business man, bestowing dimes on 
beggars for a night’s lodging, is serving the 
same end, His motive is perfectly proper. 
So is not the effect of his alms, Undeni- 


good? Ishenot rather generously bad? It 
is all well enough to talk about true chari- 
ty’s being uncalculating and spontaneous. 
It is beautiful to talk about the emotions 
of love and pity which the sight of dis- 
tress and the immediate relief of it will 


arouse in the human heart. Such talk, 


however, considers the donor instead of the 
recipient. It is an excellent thing that 
the donor should cultivate his emotions of 
love and pity, It is still more excellent, 
however, that the recipient should be truly 
improved and benefited. Now, indiscrim- 
inate giving does not truly improve and 
benefit. 

In the case of vagrants every one who 
has studied the subject believes that the 
virtue of giving is in effect transformed toa 
vice when it is indiscriminate instead of 
methodical. Misery does not exist for the 
purpose of giving people a chance to think 
beautiful thoughts about it.

When a tramp asks for money for a 
night’s lodging all he ought to get is the 
way to 12 Jefferson street. When he asks 


for money for food and clothing all he ought 


to get is a direction to the sixth floor of the 
Unity building. There is plenty of work 
and the Bureau of Charities can find it 
for him, This is not selfishness and cal- 
lousness, It is kindness and sympathy. 
The thing to support is not the tramp but 
the organization which tries to change the 
tramp into an independent man. g

Description of the Nature Study 
picture Given Free with To- 


day’s Tribune.“ 


The pale crimson pink blossoms of the wild 
rose form the subject of the nature study 
given with Tue TrRiIsuNE today. The chief 
varieties of this plant, of which there are 
several, are the smooth, the swamp, and the 
dwarf. The blossoms of all are almost iden- 
tical, bat the plants and foliage differ ma- 
terially. 

As its name implies, the smooth rose (Rosa 
blanda), commonly called the early wild 
rose, is comparatively thorniess. The leaf- 
lets, five to seven in number, are blunt or 
round tipped with rather short stalks, simply 
toothed, and of pale green color beneath. 
The stem is usually covered with a slight 


bloom, and rarely there will appear a few 


straight, slender prickles. The flowers are 
either solitary or in small clusters, and mear- 
ly three inches broad. They appear in June 
and July, outrivaling all other wild flowers 
in delicate beauty. The fruit is either globu- 
lar or pear shaped, with persisting sepais. 
The hips remain on the bushes throughout 
the winter, thereby furnishing food during 
cold weather for birds. The smooth rose 
bush is from two to four feet in height and 
grows on rocky, moist ground from New- 
foundland to Vermont and northern New 
Jersey, and west to IIlinois, South Dakota, 
and the region of the great lakes. 

The swamp rose (Rosa carolina) differs 
from the smooth kind in that it is exceeding- 
ly bushy in character. It is extremely deco- 
rative and possesses stout hooked spines 
but no bristles. The leaves are of a dark 
olive green color and from five to nine in 
number. Again this plant differs from its 
sister Rosa blanda in having its leaflets 
sharply toothed and placed on long stalks, 
which are edged with stipules, narrow and 
toothed, of a leafy formation. The flowers 
are a trifle smaller than those of the smooth 
variety and the shrub is twice the size, 
reaching a height of seven or eight feet. It 
is found everywhere on low ground and 
particularly common in swamps. Fertiliza- 
tion is carried on largely by bees. The 
blooming season lasts from June to August; 
long after the other roses have gone to seed. 

The blossoms of the dwarf wild rose (Rosa 
lucida) are deeper in tint and the leaves a 
shade darker than those of the two former 
kinds. The leaflets are of coarser mold, but 
the chief distinguishing characteristic is in 
the fruit, which is glandular, hairy, and 
globose. The stems are of a ruddy brown. 
Rosa lucida is found in moist places through- 
out the eastern, central, and most of the 
southern states. The pasture rose is simi- 
lar to the dwarf variety and is often mis- 
taken for the latter. | 

The family is composed chiefly of trees 
and shrubs, although there are many mem- 
bers which are herbaceous. The alternate 
leaves are accompanied by stipules, or small 
leavy formations, at the base of the leaf 
stalk. The regular, generally perfect flow- 
ers have five petals and five sepals, numerous 
stamens, and one or several pistils. The 
seeds may be single, few, or many, and 
are filled with a straight embryo. 

The wild rose is the mother of all culti- 
vated varieties, the larger double flowers 
being secured by increasing the petals 
through sacrificing other parts which change 
to petals,

York. In one word, he is the first lay per- 
sonage of the realm after the princes and 
princesses of the blood royal. 

The lord high chancellorship is not only 
the most illustrious but Mkewise one of the 
most ancient offices of the Britieh empire, 
the unbroken line of holders of the dignity 
dating back to 1068—that is to say, two years 
It carries with 
it a seat in the cabinet, a salary of $50,000 
a year, the presidency of the house of lords, 
a hereditary peerage, and a retiring pen- 
sion of $30,000 a year—eyen if the woolsack 
has been occupied only a few weeks—and 
an immense amount of patronage. Besides 


this, the lord high chancellor is ex-officio 


a member of the privy council and prest- 
dent of all the courts of justice of the em- 
pire, which of course renders it indispensa- 
ble that he should be a member of the legal 
profession. True, in olden times the wool- 
sack was frequently occupied by eccle- 
siastics, and at one time the chancellorship 
and the primacy of the church being held 
by one and the same person, among the 
most notable instances of this kind being 
St. Thomas A Becket, Cardinal Wolsey, and 
Archbishop Warham. But since the days 
of John Willlams, bishop of Lincoln, who 
succeeded Sir Francis Bacon as lord high 
chancellor, the office has invariably been 
filled by a more or less distinguished law- 
ver, the woolsack being indeed regarded as 
the highest prize of the legal profession. 
— 


The lord high chancellor has the a ppoint- 
ment of all justices of the peace as well as of 
all the rectors of crown or government liv- 
ings.”” He is the supreme guardian, ex-officio, 
of all infants, idiots, and lunatics, and as 
such has the legal right to divest of the 
guardianship any persons who have been 
appointed as such by will, but who have 
shown themselves in his opinion to be un- 
worthy of their trust. The court of chan- 
cery, over which he presides, has two dis- 
tinct tribunals as a court of law and asa 
court of equity, and as president of the lat- 
ter it is by ancierit statute his “ high pre- 
rogative to judge according to equity, con- 
science, and reason when he finds the law of 
the land so defective as that the subject 
would be injured thereby.” 

The official title of keeper of the king’s con- 
science, which he still bears, of course dates 
back to the days when, prior to the reforma- 
tion, the office of chancellor was mostly 
held by an ecclesiastical dignitary, who was 
usually the sovereign’s spiritual adviser, and 
so far as I am aware the occupant of the 
woolsack is the only dignitary of the realm 
whose killing is not punished as ordinary 
murder but as treason. : 

There seems to be a general impression 
even in England that the lord high chancel- 
lorship must necessarily be held by a Protest- 
ant. But the late Mr. Gladstone, who at 
one moment thought of appointing the late 
Lord Chief Justice Russell, who was a de- 
vout Roman Catholic, to the post, made a 
careful investigation of the matter and 
ascertained that there was no law or clause 
of the constitution in existence to prevent 
the woolsack being occupied by a member 
of the church of Rome or even by a Jew. 
Indeed, had the late Sir Charles Jessel lived 
there is no doubt that he would have 
in course of time been nominated to the 
lord high chancellorship and to the keeper- 
ship of the king's conscience in spite of his 
being a professing Jew, and it was a mat- 
ter of policy more than anything else 
that prevented Lord Russell from being 
transferred to the woolsack. 

Curiously enough, the lord high chan- 
cellorship of Ireland, which is, of course, 
inferior in rank to the lord high chancellor- 
ship of Mngland, is required by etatute to 
be filled by a Protestant, Roman Catholics 
being explicitly barred. The law bearing 
on the subject,. however, dates back to the 
days when religious fanaticism and bigotry 
were the principal source of discord and 
strife in the Emerald Isle, and it is likely 
to be repealed at an early date.

WILL SELECT CANDIDATES 
TO SUCCEED ARCHBISHOP. 
Bishop Spalding Calls Meeting of Irre- 


movable Rectors and Consulters to 
Name Their Choices for Successor. 


The 3 rectors and consulters of 
the Roman Catholic archdiocese of Chicago 
have been called to meet in the parish house 
of the cathedral of the Holy Name Thursday 
morning, to select three candidates for the 
archdiocegan see, made vacant by the death 
of Archbishop Feehan. 

The meeting was called yesterday by Bishop 
Spalding of Peoria, senior bishop of the 
province, in accordance with the rules laid 
down in the canon law for such emergencies. 
In the afternoon of the same day the three 
bishops of the province will hold a meeting 
and act upon the nominations made by the 
priests, preparatory to forwarding them to 
the vatican for the consideration of the col- 
lege of cardinals. 

Both meetings will be executive, and it is 
not the policy of the canon law to have made 
public the names selected by the priests, 
known technically as the “ priests’ list,” or 
the recommendations of the bishops, known 
technically as the “ bishops’ list.“ Under 
the strict interpretation of the canon law 
none but the electors themselves may know 
the nature of the deliberations or the results 
of the votes taken. 

The meeting will be presided over by Bishop

Stand- 
ard oats for this month's delivery had a re- 
markable range, selling from 62c at the open- 
ing up to 67c, and back to 63c at the close, 
Against a closing price of 64%c on the previ- 
dus session. 

Shorts found it difficult to cover until the 
high point was reached, but after thatit was 


apparent that Patten was disposed to sup- 


ply their wants through brokers. The sell- 
ing credited to his account was considera- 
ble, and was augmented by scattered offer- 
ings from smaller holders. 

It was the opinion of traders who watched 
the market closely that a good portion of 
the short interest had been eliminated, and 
the whole deal would be settled up before 


‘the end of the month. The old July also 


jumped around in a lively manner, but there 
was scarcely any trade in it. From 53960, at 
the opening, it broke to 48c, but sold back to

The inspection sheet 
yesterday showed 90 cars received, includ- 
ing 18 cars of new. Today's receipts are es- 
timated at 195 cars. In spite of the 
small offerings the cash market was rela- 
tively weaker than futures. Standard oats 
hela at about ic under July price, with the 
bull interest taking most of them, but the 
other grades were not so much wanted, and 
new No. 8 were quoted as much as 100 a 
bushel lower. Elevator people and mixers 
took most of the offerings. A little over 22,000 
bu of standard oats were transferred from 
private to public elevators on the day. 

Statistics for the week tended to empha- 
size the sad predicament of July shorts. 
Local stocks were posted at only 8,000 bu 
and the visible supply decreased 575,000 bu, 
which leaves the total only 718,000 bu, the 
smallest in many years, if not the smallest 
ever reported.

The weather was the one consideration at 
the opening. The trade generally expected 
clearer weather than at the end of the week. 
It was predicted, and for once the predic- 
tions came true. Except in portions of Indi- 
ana and in the Ohio valley, there was no rain 
worth speaking of, naturally the conditions 
brought out some selling from the southwest 
and northwest. Asa general proposition, the 
elevator interests were on the selilng side of 
the December. There was at times also quite 
free sales of September, which was at- 
tributed to Cudahy interests. As a whole. 
the commission houses gave the market its 
best support, but it was a cage of the best 
being mone too good.. Toward the close the 
Cu@ahys were said to have changed to the 
buying side, and there was also talk of 
George Smith buying. This was the cause 
of the fractional recovery from the low 
points, which came in at about the end of | 
the session. 


Figures Make Strong Showing. 

In a statistical way, there was little that 
was weak, barring possibly the visible in- 
crease, but it increased more a week ago and 
increased also the previous year. The figures 
for the respective periods were 607.000 bu. 
668.000 bu, and 278,000 bu. The bullshowing 
was made in the figures on the total visible 
and on the distribution of the crop. The total 
supply is now 20,515,000 bu. This was not a 
startling increase over July 5, when it was 
19,122,000 bu, the lowest point since Sep- 
tember, 1898. It was considered little wheat 
compared with the visible supply noJonger 
ago than the last week in January of this 
year, when the total was 59,373,000 bu. As 
compared with the stock a year ago, the fall- 
ing off is 7,166,000 bu. 

Figures showed that the total wheat stocks 
are being depleted in an alarmingly rapid 
manner. The English vistble is 298.000 bu 
emailer than a week ago. Liverpool stocks 
are down to 3,082,000 bu, 112.000 bu smaller 
than a week ago. World's shipments were 


only 5,663,000 bu, about 2,000,000 bu under ex. 


pectations. A week ago they were 7,701,000 
bu. America contributed 3.378.000 bu and 
Argentina only 24,000 bu. Wheaton passage 
tell off 2,560,000 bu, being now 27,840,000 bu, 
against 34,744,000 bu a year ago. 

Primary receipts were a trifie over last 
week, 1,200,200 bu, as against 985,800 bu. Lo- 
cally the inspection was 218 cars, with only 5 
of them contract. Estimated today is 435 cars. 

Corn Loses a Little Ground. 

There was a reaction in nearly all corn 
values, 
a high point early of 67% and a closin on 
Saturday at 67%c. But even at the wide 
range of prices only a moderate business 
was done. The September covered a down- 
ward range from 61%c to 60, closing at 
60%4c, a logs as compared with Saturday of 
ie.

Corn trading was not of a character to 
attract much attention outside of the pit 
professionals. September was the delivery 
principally in demand by the commission 
house buyers, of which there was a good 
showing, but not enough to sustain the mar 
ket in the face of the surrounding influences 
of a depressing character. Harris-Gates, 
Nash-Wright, and McReynolds were the 
buyers. Quite a share of the latter came 
from the increase of 667,000 bu in the visible, 
as against the decrease of only 76,000 bu the 
previous week, but this sort of an argument 
lost weight when it was considered that the 
total visible was only 6,508,000, as compared 
with 13,242,000 bu a year ago. World's ship- 
ments were reported at 4,146,000 bu, not 
greatly changed from the previous week, 
when they were 4,081,000 bu. In the corn 
On passage, 15,620,000 bu, there was a de- 
crease for the week of 8,000 bu. 

Corn receipts are getting lighter and there 
is naturally a decrease in the percentage of 
contract. The day's inpection was only 276 
cars, of which 79 cars were No. 2 or better. 
About 875,000 bu of contract corn from all 
sources, Cleaning houses making 213 cars. 
All primary points had 508,500 bu, compared 
with 657,200 bu a year ago. The local corn 


stock is 4,886,000, an increase for the week | 


of 908.000 bu. This increase came in princi- 
pally the first of last week, when there was 
a rush to take advantage of the then pre 
vailing high prices.
